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1. In the Response to Restriction Requirement, filed 2/23/04, Applicant elected Group II with traverse. Applicant also elected the 
peptide species SEQ ID N0:2 and the disease species arthritis. Applicant failed, however, to indicate which claims Applicant 
believes read on the elected species. Accordingly, the response is considered to be non-responsive. Additionally, it is difficult to 
ascertain whether certain claims actually are intended to be included in the elected method of tolerizing employing a dnaJ heat shock 
protein. For example, Claim 15, employing an anti-inflanunatory peptide, depends on Claim 13, which recites a method of inducing 
of an inflammatory response. Also see Claims 53-56 wherein an immunoadjuvant is employed. Immunoadjuvants are generally used 
to induce an immune response (as opposed to tolerizing), yet Claim 55 recites employing an anti- inflammatory cytokine. Applicant's 
assistance in clarifying which claims are part of the elected method would expedite prosecution and be appreciated.
